Although the rainfall (1,139 M. M.) 
during the period from June to October, 
1967, was more than it was during the 


corresponding period of the previous years. 


it was less than the normalof 
1,265-70 M. M. for the period. Besides, the 
rainfall in the month of June, 1967, which 
was 172-30 M. M. was less than the normal 
| of 218-99 M.M. for the month. In_ the 
, month of July it was also less than the 
normal by about 54M. M. This inade- 
quate rainfall in the months of June and 
July, 1967, had delayed the initial agricul- 
tural operations till the later part of July 
’ when there was good rainfall. Agricultural 
operations were, however, taken up 
vigorously from the later part of July and 
| the damage caused by the delay could be 
| recouped with the good rainfall in the 


months of August and September, 1967, 
which was above normal. The growth of 
Khariff paddy crop was good in the month 
of September and a normal harvest was 
expected, but to the utter disappointment 
of the cultivators, a dry spell set in from 
the later part of September and affected 
the medium and late variety of paddy crop 
in its flowering season. . 


Damage to Crop 


Specire of drought in the State appeared 
in October, 1967 on account-of the dry 
spell which set in from the later part of 
September, 1967 and abrupt stoppage of 
rain thereafter. This unfavourable weather 
condition severely affected the Medium and 
late variety of paddy crop. Village-wise 
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assessment of damage to the paddy crop 
and the loss in production was taken up by 
the Collectors and it showed that the 
loss in the yield of medium and late variety 
of paddy crop was considerable, During 
1967, the loss in yield in one Block was 

. More than 75 per cent, that in 22 Blocks 
between 50 per cent to 74 per cent and in 
75 Blocks between 25 per cent to 49 per 
cent. The number of Blocks which suffered 
between 25 per cent to 49 per cent loss for 
three successive years is thirty-one and the 
number which suffered for two successive 
years 1.e., in 1966 and 1967 is sixty-one. 
Besides, the continued spell of the dry 
weather from the later part of September 
1967 also resulted in the drying up of the 
moisture in the land and as a result, the 
cultivation of Rabi crop like pulses and oil- 
seeds was also Seriously affected. Pulses 
and oil-seeds supplement the economy 
specially of the small cultivators and due 
to the failure of the pulses and _ oil-seeds 
following loss of Khariff crop, their ‘ondi- 
tion was further aggravated. 


Identification of Distressed Areas 


The continuing distress conditions aris- 
ing out of the three consecutive years of 
drought, of the high floods and unprece- 
dented cyclone during 1967, had already 
caused a serious set-back in the economic 
condition of the people. In this connection 
it would be relevant to Mention that the

Taceavi Loans 


A sum of Rs. 53 lakhs has already been 
eeleased for disbursement of Taccavi loans 
to the needy cultivators for purchase of 
seeds, bullocks and _ other agricultural 
mplements.

Test Relies Works 


The works programme has been intensi- 
fied and various works have been taken up 
in an extensive manner to provide labour 
to the people in need of employment. 
Priority has been given to the works like 
renovation of tanks and katas, construc- 
tion of chuas and chahalas (shallow ponds) 
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in the beds of rivers, nullas and katas. Till 
the 3ist May 1968, as many as 4,698 works 
were taken up of which 2,143 were 
completed. 


Drinking Water Projects 


Drinking water projects like construction 
of surface wells as well as pucca wells have 
been taken up according to necessity and 
priority has been given for completion of 
incomplete pucca wells. Till the 3ist May 
1968, as many as 2,018 Drinking Water 
Projects were taken up of which 532 were 
completed. 


Gratuitous Relief 


Gratuitous relief is being given in the 
shape of wheat, Atta (wheat flour) and 
maize in those areas where scarcity condi- 
tions have becomé acute and reached near 
starvation condition. The gift stock of 
wheat and maize is being utilised for the 
purpose. The Member, Board of Revenue, 
has been authorised to issue instructions 
for introduction of gratuitous relief in the 
areas where there is necessity. Emergent 
relief for a period of 7 days is also being 
given in the distressed areas before the 
needy people are brought under gratuitous 
relief. At present the number of benefici- 
aries under gratuitous relief is limited to 
61,000 and the number will be increased 
from time to time according to necessity.

An emergency feeding programme has 
been taken up with the assistance of CARE

MAYURBHAN} | 
AN INTRODUCTION 


Baripada, lying at latitude 21° 56’ North 
and longitude 87° 27’ east, is situated on 
the bank of Budhabalonga and is the 
present headquarters of the district of 
Mayurbhanj. It is connected by light 
railway 2/6” gauge with Rupsa junction, 
a station on Eastern Railway. It is also 
connected with Udala, Rairangpur, Karan- 
jia, Tatanagar and Midnapur by all- 
weather roads. Several fair-weather roads 
run from it during the summer season. It 
contains public offices as well as the 
palace of the Maharaja. 


Before the Bhanja Rajas left Hariharpur 
and settled here, the place was very little 
known to the public. It was at that time 
a common village which gradually grew 
into a small town and_ subsequently 
became the capital of Mayurbhanj. 

Baripada was brought to the notice of 
the public for the first time by Major 
Rennell in 1779 A.D. as Burpuddah (see 
J. Rannell’s Bengal Atlas, sheet Nos. VII 
and IX). It can be gathered from different 
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sources that the place was enlarged into 
a town by Maharaja Jadunath Bhanj Deo. 
Since then it passed through successive 
stages of development and has attained its 
present position. 

According to Shri N. N. Basu this name 
of the town owed its origin to the fact 
that the Bauri or Bathuri tribes were the 
original inhabitants of this place. The 
name Baripada appears to be a corruption 
of Bauripada. But no Bauri is traceable 
now in the town. According to some the 
name owes its origin as the place is sur- 
rounded on three sides by the rivers 
Budhabalanga, Chipat, Jarali and Sarali, 
Baripada literally means the land of water. 


Extensive ruins of a mud fort now known 
as Bagh Samla Gada is traceable on. 
the north-west side of the present town. 
The greater portion of this ruined fort is 
now covered with Jungles extending over 
nearly one-eighth of the area. Near the 
fort is to be found the old temple of Ambika 
Devi which has recently been remodelled. 
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At the time when the temple was built the 


place was probably in a flourishing 
condition. A small portion of the jungle 
has of late been cleared and houses in 


ruins are now visible here and there. 
These relics clearly show that the place 
was once thickly populated. There is very 
little doubt that the main fort was built 
‘by the Bhanja Rajas who moved to this 
place and settled here permanently. But 
the period when it was first started has not 
yet been ascertained. 

Besides the ruined fort, there is a temple 
here which is popularly known as the 
temple of Bara Jagannath. It was built 
by Raja Baidyanath Bhanj aftér the style 
of Kakharua Baidyanath temple

Hariharpur is the correct name of the 
present Haripur. Maharaja Harihar Bhanj, 
a powerful monarch of the line founded a 
city in 1322 Saka, corresponding to 1400 
A. D. He called the place Hariharpur after 
his own name and made it the capital of 
his own kingdom. 

The favourable conditions of its situa- 
tion and its charming surroundings were 
probably the chief attraction for the Raja 
to choose this place for his capital. A 
close examination of the innumerable ruins 
that surround the place and its neighbour- 
| ing hill fort Kusumia or Banakati Gada 
leads to the conclusion that it attained its 
prosperity at least a few years before the 
time of Harihar Bhanj. 


Hariharpur found a prominent place in 
the accounts of Bengal and Orissa of the 
15th and 16th century, when Chaitanya? 
| Mahaprayu passed through this place on 
| his way to Utkal. 


| It is said that this capital of the Bhanj 
Rajas suffered greatly at the hands of the 
iconoclast Kalapahar. All the members 
of the royal family were compelled to run 
‘AWay and-seck shelter in the hill recesses. 
From: this time forward, the invasions of 
‘the Musalmans. became frequent. On 
‘account of the great strategic importance 
and the fortified position -of the place. 
Doud Khan, the Pathan King of Gauda, 
took refuge in Haripur to avoid all attacks 
from the _ powerful Mugol . Emperor 
(Akbar). -- i i 


A temple has been erected at this place 
by the then Bhanj Rulers to perpetuate the 
Memory. of their Guru in hely..conjunction 
of their Istadey. This. temple is. known as 
Rashikrai temple. This temple though at 
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present deserted, broken in most places 
and overgrown with wild plants, is still 
regarded: as a vestige of the glorious: deeds 
of Raja Baidyanath. Nowhere in the 
whole of Utkal is to be found a brick built 
temple of such superior ‘workmanship 


In the opposite direction, anda little to 
the north of the courtyard of the said 
temple lies the Ranihanspura. It is the 
south-western portion of the building and 
consists of the -seraglio with adjoining 
baihrooms. No trace now exists of the 
inner apartments. Three 


To the east of this and on the north ‘of 
the courtyard of  Rasikrai “temple, -once 
stood the Durbar Hall and the retiring 
chamber studded in front by sculptured 
stone columns and arches of fine designs. 
A portion of the floor of the old rooms and 
the walls has recently become unearthed. 


A few specimens of earthen pots werc 
found within the niches of certain rooms. 
Only a small portion of the specious palace 
has been excavated. 


To the north-west of the palace and 
behind old court stands the Radhamohan 
temple. This temple is a plain rectangu- 
lar block of building made of bricks and 
covered with lime plaster. 


This Rasikrai temple stood facing the 
inner apartments and the beautiful work- 
manship on its walls, offers a contrast to 
the plainness of Radhamohan temple. The 
latter is brick-built. It has not only lost 
its roofs but its greater portion is in ruins. 
The style of architecture of this temple is 
plain and simple. But .as a work of art 
and.in point of beauty, it is far inferior to 
that of Rasikrai. 
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On the south-east of the temple of 
Rasikrai and outside the fort enclosure lies 
the temple of Jagannath. The image of 
Jagannath which was formerly placed in 
the temple, has now been brought to 
Pratappur where he received the pujas. The 
general belief among the people here is 
that this temple was constructed by Raja 
Harihar Bhanj in imitation of the style of 
architecture of Gauda. 


There is a stone image of Goddess 
Mahisamardini, known by the name of 
Gadachandi, in the clumps of bamboos in 
Barapada, situated on the limits of 
Pratappur and Haripur Gada. It was 
formerly enshrined on the south-side of 
Haripur Gada. 


There is a small stone image of Goddess 
Kota-Basini, at present known as Katasini, 
standing by the side of the image of 
Mahisamardini, in the aforesaid bamboo 
grove of Barapada. 


Jashipur 


Jashipur is situated at a distance of 60 
miles on Baripada-Karanijia Road. There 
is a dispensary an M. E. School, a Police-

The first Sanad granted by the Ruler 
of Mayurbhanj in favour of this Math is 
dated 1226 Fasli (1819 A. D.) which was 
granted by Maharaja Tribikram Bhanja. 
A few other Sanads were also granted in 
favour of the aforesaid Math dating the 
period from 1226—1260 Fasli. The then 
Mahants having applied to the then 
Maharaja Shri Jadunath Bhanj Deo for a 
consolidated Sanad of all grants, such 4 
Sanad was granted in 1852 A. D. Later 
Maharaja Sreenath Bhanj Deo also granted 
a Sanad in favour of this Math in the year 
1864 A.D. A reference to these Sanads 
reveal that they were Debottar grants. 


Jashipur is an old village. There is an old 
fort of Bathuri Zamindars. The fort 
is situated on a small hillock. The 
descendants of these Bathuri Zamindars 
are living at present at this place. To the 
north of this fort flows the river Khair and 
to the south of it the river Bhandan. These 


two rivers meet at a distance of half a mile 
to the west of this fort. 


Karanjia 
Karanjia is the h 

i eadquarters of 
the Panchpir subdivision and is 
connected with Baripada with a 


good road. There are—a dak-bungalow 
a branch post office, a high school with a 
hostel, a sub-jail, a hospital and various 
offices of the Government. 


Karanjia was the seat of the old 
Zamindars of Bathudi Community of 
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Pergana Karanjia. So at present there 
remains a hamlet named Gadasahi in the 
vicinity of Karanjia where the old Zamin- 
dar families are living and enjoying a good 
area of Lakhraj lands. It is seventy-five 
miles off from Baripada. It is a big village 
having a population of more than 4,000, 
and it is next to Baripada in population in 
the district of Mayurbhanj. Karanjia is 
well-known in this district for the Dol 
festival of the presiding deity 
Sri Sri Shyamrai Mahaprabhu of Karanjia 
Math, which is being celebrated generally 
in the month of Falguna with grandeure. 
This festival begins from Trayodashi prior 
to Dol Purnima and every day and night 
the deities go round to the village jointly 
and enjoy Bhoga offered by the villagers 
by turns, and in the morning go to Dol 
field and enjoy ‘Majlis’ there for about an 
hour each day up to Purnima. There are 
permanent pandals (Mandap) in the Dol 
field one for each deity. 


The Dol Mela continues for a week and 
more than four thousand people assemble 
here. 

Khiching 


Though a small village, 
well-known for its various archaeological 
remains such as statues, pillars, maunds 
and the ruins of serveral brick and stone 
temples. A group of temples adjoining the 
village here is of the greatest interest. 
According to traditions the Mayurbhanj 
State was founded about 1300 years ago by 
one Jai Singh who was a relative of the 
Raja of Jaipur in Rajputna (L. E. B 
Codden Ramsay, Bengal Gazetteer 
Feudatory State of Orissa, Calcutta 1910 
Page 239).

The architecture of Khiching — and 
Kulaitudi temples is peculiar when compar- 
ed with other temples of Orissa. 


In other temples of Orissa we always 
find a front entrance called ‘Mukhaman- 
dapa’, which is peculiarly absent both in 
the main temple as well as in the Kutai- 
tundi temple which is 500 yards to the east 
Of the main temple. This shows that these 
temples had certain close relations with the 
Bengal style of architecture. A compara- 
live sludy of the different type of images, 
their ornaments, dresses, facial expressions 
have led historians to hold that these archi- 
lectures were curved by Orissan Architects 
and Artists. The present temple is 75 Ft.

The ruins of Khiching extend far beyond 
the limits of the village from the back of. 
Khairibhandan in the north to that of 
Kanta_ Khair on the south. These two 
rivers meet at western extremity of Khi- 
ching and the combined stream discharges 
its water into Baitarani which forms here 
the boundaries of the districts of Mayur- 
bhanj and Keonjhar. 


It is situated at a distance of 91 miles 
from Baripada and 42 miles from the 
Badampahar Railway Station via Jashipur 
and Karanjia and 56 miles from Chaibasa 
via Raruan. The subdivisional headquar- 
ters at Karanjia is situated at a distance of 
16 miles in the south-east direction. 


Pratappur 


Pratappur is situated 11 miles to the 
south-east of Baripada and is only 6 miles 
from Krushnachandrapur station. This 
place is bounded on the south and west by 
the river Budhabalanga. 


Pratappur was formerly called Rama- 
chandrapur after the name of Ramchandra 
Bhanj Deo who founded it. The place 
which is only a village now was once a 
fiourishing town and its date of founda- 
tion was much anterior to that of Harihar- 
pur described before.

mum necessary to make them more yiable 
and to enable them to realise their 
objectives with which they were set up. 
Many of the ventures were planned by 
men of vision, desirous of promoting 
Orissa’s economy.

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HIGH PURITY PRODUCT FROM INDIGINOUS GRAPHITE 
PROCESS DEVELOPED AT REGIONAL 
RESEARCH LABORATORY 


The Regional Research Laboratory at 
Bhubaneswar has developed a process for 
beneficating low-grade graphite containing 
even less than 30 per cent graphatic carbon 
toa high purity product of 96 to 99 per 
cent graphite with high recoveries. A new 
equipment has also been designed indigin- 
ously for this purpose. 


Based on the process developed in this 
laboratory, an experimental unit, with a 
capacity of one ton per day, has been 
set up. ; 


With a view to make the country free 


from high dependence on imported 


graphite and — graphite products, the 
Regional Research Laboratory at 


Bhubaneswar took up. projects on 


the benefication of graphite to a high 
purily product. It is now — expected 
that commercial exploitation of this new 
process will meet the demand of natural 
graphite at low price and this will lead to 
considerable savings of foreign exchange 


Graphite is extensively used in the 
manufacture of dry cells, refractories: 
crucibles, paints and pigments, pencils: 
electrodes, foundry — facings, explosiv® 
and lubricants. Most of the | country$ 
requirement of graphite is presently met 
with imports from Ceylon and other 
countries. The total quantity of graphilé 
and graphite products required in ther 
country is estimated to be over 3,000 tons 
per year, valued at more than one crore of 
rupees.
